Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is alledged that the examiner appears to be 
improperly limiting the claimed invention to broadly defined components instead of considering the claims as a whole, including specific 
hardware and software implementation supported, for instance, by the specification page 44. lines 3-26. However, it is noted that such 
section of the specification relied upon by applicant only teaches that the invention can be implemented in a computer using a computer 
program. Note that the configuration of applicant's admitted prior art, fig. 3, can also be implemented in a computer using a computer 
code. Applicant further stated that circuit components 715 and 716 create the model (means to create the model). However, it is noted 
that such a circuit structure is the same as circuits 315-316 of admitted prior art fig. 3 . Applicant further argues that in fig. 7 the lines and 
signal characteristics can be acquired for all (or a subset of)) lines and can be coordinated or ortherwise considered in a joint manner and 
that such coordination or consideration in a joint manner is not taught by the combined references. However, it is noted that such limitation 
is not clearly recited in the claim(s). 
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
